A WIDE DISCRETION,

Tb thas been asked, “ What changys will 
Prayer (Book revision make in the conduct 
of the services in ordinary churches?" Tho 
ficst answer is thot it need. make none, 
unleas ‘the minister bas taken advantage uf 
the abeyance of Church Law to use great 
freelom sin his trentinent of the directions 
of the Prayer ‘Book. In that case it will he 
open to the Bishop to represent to him 
that he ought to wbey the instructions 
either of the old Prayer, Book or of the 
new, No -new power ix given to the Rishup 
te compel obedience. But speaking gene- 
rally, aninisters who have conform 
sulstanially to the existing Book will not 
be obliged to make changes, 

An alternative Book, however, will be pro- 
vided, out-of which the minister “at his :lis- 
erection” anay choose extracts, and the effect 
of the liberty sv given is. very considerable. 
An -exbaustive enumeration of possible 
varistions would till a volumvof-considerable 
size. “It will be enough toenumerate the 
most striking. : 

ay Morning Prayer, if fallowed immedinte- 
ly: by the Holy Communion, may begin with 
the versicls “Q Lord, open Thou -our lips,” 
andend with the canticle after the second 
lesson.

1f he comes to church.to pray, 
and does not communicate, all his. pruyers 
will be the Lord's Prayer, the Colléct for 
Purity, the Prayer for the Church Militant, 
and the commemoration of Snints and Souls 
in Paradise. The other prayers are prayers 
written for communicants only. Even the 
‘confession , of sins and absolution are for 
them alone. In churches where non-’ 
fasting ‘communion is disceuraged this 
singular absence of prayers will” be true 
of almost the whole congregation, - As to 
ceremonial, a rubric or declaration against 


Convocations, has been erased from the Re- 
port to the Nation! Assembly. a 
Considering the gient difference between 
Morning Prayer us a service of prayer for. the 
whole congregation, and the Communion Ser- 
vice, nt which non-communicants are. almost 
wholly hearer or oferers of praise, but not 
partakers in the great centml act of com- 
munion, it is noteworthy that the ‘change 
from one form to the other is wholly at the 
discretion. of the ininister,- The Bishop, if 
heoffers to interfere, may be reminded that 
the rubrics confine his duties to the sanetion- 
ing of special collects, and consenting to’ the 
fuse of the formula of administration. 
Tt will be urged, perliap:, that. the ‘non- 
communicant may “with Godly silence and 
devout meditation. oceupy.-himself,” ad the 
firat Prayer Touk of Hdward VL suggested. 
There are thoso who attach a special ‘virtue 
to prayers -offered' before the . consecrated 
elements. ‘These will fine in the reservation
